RTGovernor Vance, ot North Carolina, h;w 
lately wade a speech. He is one of the most 
moderate rebels, did not approve sscession at 
lirst, and would, no donbt, be glad to get out 
of it now; but he sees no alteruativa but to 
fight out. North Carolina id diesatislied with 
Iho rebel GDvernment, and we had thought 
that she might, perhaps, secede again: but this 
speech of the Governor leaves nothing of the 
s;>rt to be hoped for. His reasons for standing 
lirin will tell u*»on the people. Wc see in his 
speech what view of affairs is taken by one of 
the most moderate of the Soulh in this crLsis. 

But the right of secession. Cannot North 
Carolina seceded Tflw Confederacy csnnot 
deny the right. So how cat: JwC Davis ob- 
ject if a Confederate Slate should exercise a 
right he can't call in questions In this way 
North Carolina may get, out of a connection 
that is galling t;nd odious. 

The Governor points out the diltiiulty in 
the way, and 6hows that practically this right 
of secession offers no remedy for the evil 
complained of. The United Itotcs not ad- 
mitting the right of 6eceasion, North Carolina 
miirbt eeeede from the Confederacy, but she 
could not, at the same time, secede from both 
Governments. TheSiute is now claimed by 
both, and her release from one would not re- 
lieve her from the other. That is one obstacle 
iu the way of relief by secession. 

But that is not all. North Carolina can se- 
cede from the Confederacy. Then 6he is no 
longer uuder the rebel Government— owes it 
nothing. On the other hand, the rebel Gov- 
ernment it left would owe North Carolina 
nothiug. She would be liable to be treated by 
the Confederate Government as an independ- 
ent Stole. For cause the Can federate Gov 
crnment could declare war against the State, 
and the former would find sufficient cause in 
the desertion at such a crisis. 
The Confederate Government needs North 
j Carolina for supplies and lor transportation, 
and military necessity would overrule all 
other considerations. North Carolina would, 
indeed, be out of the Confederacy, according 
to the theory, but what would it avail*' She 
would be at war with the Confederate SUtep, 
and they would treat her worse than now ; for 
then the State could claim no rights under a 
Government she had repudiated. 

So ends this great right of secession— this 
sovereign remedy for Slate wrongs. States 
may, indeed, secede, but thon the remaining 
States may mike war upon them and exercise 
the right of connueat, if able, as one Stale may 
upon another; and after the State is conquered 
it can be reannexed on such terms and condi- 
tions as the coc«,neror may dictate. 

It comes to this: A State can secede and run 
the chances of war with the (iovemment it 
secedes from, and maintain Its independence 
if it can; otherwise it will be forced back 
where it started from, and he ready to try the 
experiment again. 

A little practical sense reduces this right of 
secession to nothing at all but the same thing 
i3 the right of revolution. To get out Is a 
siaiple proecaa, nc wording to the theory; but 
to stay cut defends on pouer. independence 
is a right to lie enforced by mhjat. 

Governor Vance might aave added th it the 
Confederacy does not respect the right it pre- 
tends to claim as sacred when it does not suit 
Us convenience. Kentucky never seceded, 
r.nd, therefore, Secessionists have no claim 
upon her; yet, with an entire disregard of 
rrincip'e, the rebel Government cMM this 
State — sets up a Provisional Government here, 
and admits representatives of this State into 
the Congress at Richmond. 

Our Abolition Govern nient seems to admit 
and to act upon the doctrints thus laid down 
by the rebels. It does not admit the right of 
sece-6aiou; but somehow the seceded States 
have really got out. They are cot under the 
protection of the Constitution, and, of course, 
they arc under no obligations to It. They aro 
to be con«iuered and brought back on such 
terms und conditions as the cocnaeror may 
dictate. Such is now the doctrine and the 
practice. 

One-tenth of the people of a uec«ded State, 
If they belong to the right sect, ■ ty set up a 
Government and it vvill be recognized, just as 
the rebelB recognize a -Covernment in Ken- 
tucky, with not a ranch greater proportion of 
the people to support it. So the Government 
at Wa*hirgton appears to recogniz n the right 
to secede, on the part of a State or States, and 
then the right of the remainder to conquer 

not as States as they were, but at the discre- 
tion of the conqueror. Our Government ac- 
knowledges the right of secession a success, 
and claims the right of cOutjuest. 

The people of the seceded Slates are not ad- 
mitted to bave any rights under the Federal 
Constitution, and their State Constitutions are 
stt aside. These people, then, are acknowl- 
edged to be out of the Union, and aro only to 
be brought back by the right of conquest. 

This is, on the part of the Government at 
Washington, a complete self-stultitlcation. It 
reduces all the right in the matter to mere 
might. It is only an example of the incon- 
sistency and absurdity men involve them- 
selves in when they depart from principle.

the people. Possibly this has been because 
poetry, contrary to the general belief, is 
rather historical: that it does not spur tho 
soldier on to action, or ripen his heart to the 
full fruition. Soldiers, in fact, don't wait for 
songs to inspire them— that is, 
—to lead them to their duty. After the charge 
is over; after the first hot Hush of battle is 
passed, Uofl'man'B lines over the charge at 
Monterey would appeal to them as recalling a 
glorious hour : 

"We were not manv, we who stood 
Before the iron sleet that dav; 
Yet many a gallant spirit would 
Give half his days If lie but could 
Have been with us at Monterey." 

Yet this, one oi the finest and iuodt in 
spiriting poems of the language, describes 
what has been done rather tbun what is to be 
done.' Sd Tennyson's celebrated "Charge of 
the Light Brigade" tells what has been done, 
rather than appeals to what is to be done in 
the future. 

Nothing has yet been written that has the 
sweep and volume of the- SUr-spangled Ban- 
ner;" the words are earnest and expressive, 
suited to all times and to all situations; and il 
aDy rash poet undertakes to improve on it, 
the common sentiment of the people very 
quietly condemns It. The Star-spangled Ban- 
ner is really the national hymn. 

We have had poets crowned with fictiUocs 
immortality to write very common poetry. 
The style of James Rtssrax Lowell U an 
illustrious example, and he "does it" in this 
way: 

We see dimly in the present what Is small and 
what is great; 
Slow of faith, how weak au arm may turn the iron 
helm of fate, 
ist, the ominous, stern whispers from the Delphic 
cave within— 
They enslave their chiltlreu's children who make 
compromi?e with sin." 

We have always had an admiration for the 
poems of Lowell, and his Inspiration was nev- 
er shown more perfectly than by his seeing 
dimly in the future what" was described In 
this *erse as -•smaU," He felt that when he 
wrote it, and that is the highest compliment 
that can be paid to a poet. 

A* to that "Delphic cave," we confess our- 
selves beaten. We own up. We <w>r. And 
"hen, in a later verse, he declines to "attempt 
the Future's portal with the Fast's blood- 
rusted keys," we agree with him. The blood- 
rusted keys of the present are enough to sat- 
isfy even Biuo Biard's wife, without borrow- 
inc from the paat. 

It is an old saying, however, that "dove and 
love" cannot be made to rhyme without 
forcing the unfortunate poet sometimes Into 
an idea, and it is done in these verses, which, 
as the Massachusetts agents are trying to fill 
their quotas from Kentucky, 

Tis as easy to ho heroes as to 
Of legendary virtues carved upon our fathers' 
graves." 

Unfortunately, the heroes of the once gal- 
lant and chivalric old S:ate of Massachusetts 
are getting scarce, and Us Governor wishes to 
borrow from Kentucky. 

Getting Westward, we have this style of 
veree by "All," which at least is descriptive 
of what the guard has to do: 

"Uere n watchman on the railroad 

sit I in my palace beat, 
With my gun against mv shoulder, 

Learning how to watch and wait.'* 

No doubt a creat deal of that has been done, 
and must be done. Then there is more of it 
in this style of verse: 

[From tho Philadelphia North American.] 
GRANT. 

As Moses stood upon the flaming hill. 
With all the people gathered at his feet, 
Waitin,' in Sinai's valley, there to meet 
The awful hearer of Jehovah's will; 
So. Grant, thou stand'st, amidst the trumpet 
shrill, 

And the wild fiery storms that Bush aud beat 
In iron thnnder and In leaden sleet, 
Topmost of all, and most exposed to ill. 
4 Hi ! stand thou firm, great leader oi our race, 
nopeof our future, till the time grows bland, 
And into ashee drops war's dying brand: 
Then let us see thee, with benignanl gre.re, 
Desoead thy hight. God's ulory on thy face, 
And the law's tables within thy hand.

ing and pathetic song" — among which L? the 
West roint song of "Benny Havens, Oh."

. cad«t, wrote the following words; and poor 
O'Brien hlmaelf is under the wreath of flowers 
he loved so well.

HOW MANY WITHDRAWN FROM PROD1CTIVB 

This, of course, does not represent the pres- 
eut strength of the Confederate armies, 
which was given in a former letter ; 
but it does show ihe number, and the 
full number, too, of the able-bodied men in 
the South who h ive been withdrawn from pro- 
ductive pursuits. It is easy, therefore, to 
show that the requirements of the milil.ry 
Bcrvica have not so materially affected the 
productive ability of the South, as many have 
supposed. 

The m ire population of the Southern Suites 
in lsiiO, not counting Maryland, nor the 
Lnionbtsin Kentucky, Tennessee, Mi.-souri, 
or Virsrinia, was nine million two hundred 
thousand. Of these three million two hun- 
dred thousand w ere slave?, and six millions 
were white people. Of the Latter oue million 
five hundred thousand were of the proper 
military age, aud were enrolled as such. Of 
these, as stated above, only one-third hav« 
been as yet called out, leaving fully a million 
of able-bodied men at home. And it must be 
remembered, too, that there must have been 
in the South, in I860, a certain number of bovs 
between the ages of fourteen and eighteen 
years. These boys are now grown up to be 
young men between the aires of seventeen 
and twenty-one, and will form a powerful ele- 
ment ot Southern strength, whether iu the

TWENTY MILLIONS Cf ACRES IN GRAIN riELDS 
AND CATTLE FARMS. 

The facts set forth in my last letter show 
that up to the year 18«0, only ten milllion six 
hundred thousand acres ol land in the ciijht 
8tale« of Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, North and South Carolina, and 
\ irgleli were occupied by the culture of wheat, 
corn and potatoes, and the raising of cattle and 
hogs : whi:e In lSo3 four million six hundred 
thousand acres of the land formerly used in 
raising cotton and sugar were added to ihe 
former wheat fields, corn fields, and stock-rais- 
ing larms of tha South; and it is quite cer- 
tain that in 18(14 twenty millions of acres in 
the South will be devoted to the culture of 
grain and the raising of cattle and hogs ; and 
I do not epeak now either of Mart land or 
Ttxas, cr evea of Arkansas, Missouri, Tennet- 
or Kentucky. Whatever of grain or meat 
the South can get in 1864, from the five States 
last mentioned (and surely they wili get some, ) 
will be in addition to that derived from the 
twenty millions of acres just mentioned. 

TUB WAl LABILITY AND V ALL' IS Or SLAVE LA- 
BOR. 

In their agricultural and stock-raising op- 
erations of the present year, the South will be 
dependent on what has never failed them in any 
great degree during the war, namely, the labor 
of their negro slaves; with few and unimpor- 
tant excep'ions, the emancipation proclama- 
tion has not reached them or nHV.ctcd their 
condition. They still have their comfortable 
homes, and are beyond the reach of want and 
care. During the lost year of the war, the 
number of slaves in the seven States of Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Misslr.sinpi, North 
and Souih Carolina, and Virginia, his been 
vastly increased by those that have been 
brought there by their masters from Ten- 
Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas and 
Louisiana. The committee on slaves ami slave 
properly in the rebel Senate estimates that 
three hundred and eighty-live thousand slaves 
from the last named six States and Maryland 
have escaped and been enticed away into the 
Federal lines; while seven hundred and ninety- 
live.thousand 6livesfrora the same States have 
been brought by their masters into that part 
of the South as yet untrodden by our armies. 
Owing to the natural Increase of the slaves 
during the last four years, there must be now, 
therelore, In the Soulh proper, as many slaves 
as there were before the war, namely, three 
million two hundred thousand. Ot these, 
fully eight hundred thusand are able-bodied 
men, and these negroes, with the one million 
or more white men referred to above, will 
•ive the South all the labor that will be ab- 
solutely rt< luircd in the ftfrriculturtii opcru— 
tiors of 1804. 

From these facts, it will be seen how the 
South can raise, during this year, the amount of 
•rrain and the number of cattle and hogs men- 
tioned in my last letter. ADd I have thus given 
what may be called the economic view of the 
Southern situation for the year lSrU It is a 
view ol the question which has occupied ■ 
great share ot the attention of Jeff. Davis and 
the leading men of the South; and all its de- 
tails have been systeuntised and planned out 
with a far greater minuteness than I have been 
able to describe. In doing this, they bave ex- 
ercised a degree of foresight and sagacity of 
which we sec no parallel among the men in 
power at the North. 

HP PLANS FOR THE CAMPAIGN OF 18**4; 

My information In regard to the military 
plana of the Confederates for the campaign of 
1804, corresponds In the main with the facts 
recently stated by your Washington corre- 
spondent: and this is worthy of remark, for 
our sources of information must be widely 
dillerent. All that I can learn leads me to be- 
lieve tb*t the approaching campaign, on the 

>art of the rebels, will be marked by great 

■oldnees and audacity. 

THE NORTH TO BK INVADED. 

It may be set down as a lixed fact that the 
defensive system of warfare, as a goveruirg 
principle, has been abandoned by the South; 
that an invasion of the North at two, and per- 
haps at three poluts, will form a prominent 
feature in the campaign; that a determined 
effort will be made to transfer the seat of war 
to Northern soil, and to fight decisive battles 
north of the Potomac and Ohio rivers. Dur- 
ing the winter just passed systematic exar- 
tious have been made to influence public 
opinion in the South in favor of this change ; 
and the task has not been a diitlcult one. The 
obstacle to the adoption ot the change of 
policy has not been on the part of the South- 
ern people, who are tired of the desolations 
of war, but ou the part of some of the influen- 
tial 8onthern leaders, among whom may be 
named .Tetf. D vis himself, Gen. Johnston and 
Gen. Bragg. The subject was fully discussed 
at the military councils that have recently 
been held at Richmond, and the discussion 
was not abandoned until entire unanimity in 
regard to the new policy had been secured. 
The following were among the arguments 
used by the originators and supporters of the 
policy of invasion: 

First, That it would be the most effectual 
manner of defending their own cities, for that 
with cno Confederate army operating in the 
interior of Pennsylvania, and another In Ohio 
or Indiana, it would be impossible for the 
Union forces to advance against Richmond or 
At'anta, or indeed to invade the South at any 
point: but that, on the other hand, it would 
make it necessary for us to keep the bulk ol 
our forces at home for the defense of our own 
cities, and particularly for the defense of 
Washington. 

Second, That it would relieve the South of 
the enormous expense of the maintenance of 
their armies, and impose that expense upon 
the North; while it would enable the South to 
draw supplies of grain, flour, clothing, anr 
above all, of horses, od libitum, from their 
enemies. 

Third. That the three great objects to which 
the attention of the Union armies would be 
directed this year would be Richmond, Allan 
U and Charleston; that the fortifications of 
Richmond and Charleston were such as to 
render ^hose places practically Impregnable 
even if only defended by only ten thousand 
troops at each point; and that with such a 
country as that between Chattanooga and At- 
lanta, twenty-five thousand Confederate 
troops conld baffle the advance of seventy 
thousand I nionisis lor six month'. 

Fourth. That even allowing seventy five 
thousand troopn lor the defense of menaced 
points in the South and for operating against 
advancing columns of 1 nian troops, the Con- 
federates would still htve two hundred tnon- 
. . the sjorUi.

it is probable that the invasion will take 
place at an early period in the spring, as soon 
as the roads are in good order; but depending 
also on the state ol the rivers and the dryneas 
of the season. It will undoubtedly take place 
in two columns; one under General Lee, near- 
ly in the track of his former invasion of Penn- 
sylvania; the other to strike for Cincinnati. It 
is intended that each shall bave an effective 
force of fully seventy-live thousand troops, 
and that each shall have, in addition, a reserve 
force of twenty-fiv« thousand men. 

Of course the plans of the rebels will be 
modified by the movements of General Grant. 
If he should take the initiative in the work, he 
may anticipate the rebel plans; but It is certain 
that they are about to make this giant effort 
to change the war on their part from a defen- 
sieeto an offensive character, knowing that 
whichever party can assume the offensive will 
have the advantage of momentum in the at- 
tack. We shall now see one of the most inter- 
esting plays in the game of strategy, and bv 
some ot the ablest masters on each aide.

Extracts from a Verbatim Report of 
bis Remarks at Leiingtou, Kentucky, 
Saturday last. 

[From the Cincinnati Commercial, bth.j 
We have a fnll report of Colonel Frank 
Wolford 's speech at Lexington, ou Saturday 
last, from which we quote enough to satisfv 
any curiosity our r -aders maa^ave as to his 
sentiments. The Colonel in person is thus 
describee: 

Past the middle age; hair thin, grizzled and 
lank; fdrebead projecting over the eyebrowE; 
nose large, thin, and somewhat hooked: it 
was the strawl nose, not the Roman, intensi- 
fied into the Wellington hook, denoting the 
"hold- last" courage. He was somewhat 
round-shouldered; and, with the exception of 
his vest, was dressed in cil'z?na' attire. There 
was a little ot the slouch and less of the sol- 
dierly bearing in the speaker, and his style 
Wis not only inelegant, but Illiterate. 

The Colonel's audience consisted of about 
three hundred copperheads, who pretended 
to be pletued with him. 

COLONF.L WOLFORD'sj REMARKS. 

"I expect to go to fight the battles ol my 
country as a orivate soldier," exclaims this 
ex-Colonel; "1 ask yoa to go along with me, 
and die witn me. to save this glorious nation 
of ours. I don't want those young gentle- 
men, of whom there are many in the North, 
who will go if they are allowed to skuik be- 
hind the negro. The freemen of this ■ reat 
country do not iutend that this country shall 
be destroyed. They are certain that this na- 
tion cannot be destroyed* But do you mean 
to tell me that in order to save this counlrv it 
is necessary that free speech should be taken 
from men? He who fears Ihe tree speech oi 
a free peoDle must be ■ tyrant. What is he 
afraid ot v If he Is afraid of the in- 
tellect of this great nation — if he U 
afraid of the active and vigorous minds of the 
country— if he is afraid of the great soul of 
• great people— he is a traitor to human na- 
ture. If we see a wrong, have we not a rfarht 
to expese It ? Who Is it that is afrai-1 or ■ 
free press ? None but a tyrant Is afraid of a 
tree press and free speech. And has not the 
liberty of the press been denied I Has not 
this birthright of human liberty been repress- 
ed? And what is there that a tyrant could do 
that has not been done to the overthrow ot 
the Government of this nation ? I am not the 
advocate of the Divine right of slavery, 
but who is it that Is afraid to trust the 
people with their own free thoughts : 
Who is it but a tyrant who says to you, 
"You must fight against slavery; you have 
no right to utter your own though's': 1 '' It 
excites the people, and I say if it excites the 
people, the people ought to be excited. I 
would rather see the black and the white man 
free tcgether, but I am not willing to see the 
black man free and the white maa a slave; and 
the white man is a slavd when be is denied 
the privilege of o uttering hia thoughts. I 
talk plainly, tor I feel strong ly. Ycu have not 
elected a tyrant to rule over you. When the 
people elected a President it was not to rule 
over you; he was to be the servant of the 
public. He is a hired man; you give him 
wages to act as your aetvant, und be is to act 
through a v.*rit:en Constitution, which he is 
sworn to faithfully obey. I :, therefore, vc. 
submit to despotism, you are not worthy to 
bs a free pecple. For one, I don't intend to 
submit. I was born as a freeman, I live aa n 
freeman, and as a freeman I intend to die. I 
understand that a certain great (ieneral said i 
ought to be 6hot. I may die in a dungeon, 
but my heart and scul will be free, and I will 
die a freeman. 

My friend (the Lieutenant Governor) has 
alluded to this new doc Hi', e that hes sprung 
up in reference to the disloyal Sutes. The 
Abolitionist says: "You must not talk about 
the union of iree with slave Statej, lor it is 
impossible." Why this is exactly what the 
rebels say, that the CasM is dissolved: it II 
just what these Confederates say who are now 
arms against the country. They say, 
"There is no Union, therefore we are fighting 
for Southern rights." But wo say there is no 
power uuder the Constitution for a State to 
secede: there is no such thing as secession 
recognized in the Constitution; for a State to 
secede is a violatiou of the law of the land. 

If the South had a right to secede, then our 
effort at conquest is carried out, in a spirit of 
bloodshed. The whole country is laid waste; 
thousands of our bravest and best have been 
killed, and are to be k'lled, it your idea of re- 
storing the Union is to be carried out iu thc- 
idea of conquest. 

At first we were told that we were lightintc 
lor self-defense. I thought I hud a right to 
defend myself. The great law of nuture is 
self-preservation. I fought in cetense of r.t\ 
ife and family; I fougnt in defense of ray 
great country: In de fense of vivid am', religious 
liberty. I could never see the du:y of goir_ 
to war fcr anything short of this, and it Is be- 
cause it is now avowed to be for coriiuestthat 
I protest agaiust it. When this Government 
was in danger i had a right to defend it: bat 
when this Government is sale, I have bo right 
to kiil another man. Whenever it can be said 
to have been preserved then the shedding ol 
a single drop of blood is wicked— it iamurd- :-. 
I have the rliht, upon the principle of self- 
defense, to kill, so long as my own safety, or 
the safety ol my country requires it. This 
has been the law ot all ages, and we have 
no right to change it now. But another 
party rises and determine to rule this 
country, not by popular sentiment and the w:li 
of the people, but with the iron hand ot" op- 
pression. This party, agreeing with the rebels, 
savs the Union is dissolved. That is what .e 
argued down in Tennessee. They say there 
that the South has supported its owu Govern- 
ment for three years, has battled for it suc- 
cessfully, and now you make war upon them, 
not to ask them to come back luto the Union, 
but to degrade, conquer and subdue the very 
people who used to oe the pride of our gre^i 
nation. It we were told the truth originally, 
that it was a war for the Union, how can we 
consistently say, we will change this war, aud 
make It a war of conquest'- The Corstitution, 
says Mr. Stevens, has notning to do with it; 
we must appeal to the law of nations, and wc 
will now make it a wir of conquest. 

I cay I am opposed to the snrjugationof the 
South ; I always have been opposed to it. I 
appeal to every soldier and ask, " when you 
joined the army, did you join it to subjugate 
ard ruin the eight millions of people in tbe 
South?" "No," would 08 his repiy ; he would 
be ashamed of such an act We are now to'd 
that we must subdue the South and confiscate 
their property. It is said that EistTennetsce 
and Virginia have forfeited their rights, and 
every Union man iu these States is to have 
his property taken from him : he is never to be 
allowed to hold office, but he is to be driven 
•om his home. And yet these are the very- 
men who have snflered most lor the UnioD, 
who have been driven luto the caves of the 
earth, and who now are to bave no resting- 
place, no foot of land on which to 6tand and 
ctll their own; they are to be regarded as a 
public enemy — an enemy to what, I ask"* 
Has one of these men ever raised his hand 
against you? Has he not often in the dark- 
ness aud gloom of the night, and at the haz trd 
of bis life, carried news to our commanders 
of the position ot the rebel armj ! And now 
he is to be deprived of everything he possess- 
es on earth. And for what? For the acts of 
his neighbors. Does that make him a public 
enemy? . 

» * * » ♦ Are wc now to have the 
rights of citizens outraged, aud every princi- 
ple of libertv violated by tyrants at home? 
If you are in favor of that, I ain't! I would 
rather die in infamy and disgrace than submit 
to it. Whatever doom may befall me on this 
eartb, nothing shall induce me to strike a 
weak brother who seeks the protection ot our 
flag. Now this party that seeks to oppress us 
is sending its soldiers South, not with the 
wish to bang back this great people to fealty: 
not to say, when you are tired ol lighting lay 
down your arms and return to the old flag; 
not to say, when you quit your errors we will 
lorgi vo you; no, this is not their spirit. 1 hey 
wish them nothing but disaster, and offer 
them lothing but disgrace The people ot 
the South are asked to support a piCK lamaiion 
that lizz cover been issued. This is the trick 
of a tyrant. I say again I am not lor mur- 
dering tbe whole of the people ot the South ; 
and the President say- I am, i here ore, uoi fit 
fcx the aeryice. If to be fit lor Ibc terTlceis to 



desire to ravage the South, I say I am op- 
posed to all lhaL I am for whipping tho 

South, and If you think I am not, just c >mo 
with me, and when I say I am tired or afraid 
of fighting, 1 won't insist ou your going any 
further.

The speaker had often, daring hia 
desultory talk, been allowed breathing'timw 
by someihii-g between a yell and a cheer, but 
here a mi*hiy cheer was r<.i*3d, that brought, 
scintiilitiocs of delight into hi* eyes; he evi- 
dently believed he bad cMnched the nail that

oratory* of nature— the atmosphere. Besides. 
:t must be remembered that tbe roots oC 
plants, especially vigorous growers ilk » clover, 
penetrate d*;ep into the inhstrP, aud draw 
from thence such food as Is rUted to tho 
growth of plants, and In green msnurlog this 
also is added to, and does much to enriea the 



surface soil. 

Thtre ire various crops beside clover that 
can be grown to advantage as a _'reeu m mure. 
Thus turnips, rye, and occasionally peas, are 
used for uh purpose, bat red clover ■ by 
tar the best ot anything that has ever been 
tried. In England several srxc.es of plants 
are used, among which tie most coiuuioo one 
is spu-ry, :aree crops of which ar. of en thrown 
and turned under in one season. Tbe great 
difference of climate nisk a It doubtful 
wheiaer this plant would sneceed nere. 
The whito iup'u is also successfully used 
in the northern part of Europe. We trust 
experiments niay be made with these plant* 
in this • ouatry, - • as to te-t t'ueir lisp'.a- 
billty to our soli and climate as a green 
manure. Their yield is enormous, being rt .30U 
pounds per acre, and three crop- annually of 
spurry, with roots from ten to tiftcon inches 
long, and of white lupiu about *J3,0U) pound* 
per aere, with roots from twen.y to twenty- 
six inches long.

Cairo, April G. 

TheHteamer Atlantic, from New Orlcau*, 
ha* arrived with dates U>tk«B SBtk. The elec 
tion on the; ; ?S'h for members of the consti- 
tutional '.roavention, reculted in th9 complete 
triumph, of the free-Stale party. The hteamer 
ltussel j, with 700 ba'.C3 of cotton and a Jot of 
cattle ant'ihotrs was consumed by lire on the 
nieht of tho ">7th, at Pluquemine. The steam 
J t wis C n the pass-seje from VicksburR to New 
OrVtaus and took lire from sparks from her 
torches. The mail from Alexandria and also 
dispitches from Gen. Lee to headquarters 
were consumed with the boat. A passenger 
named Thomas is missing. The boat was 
valued at $80.00^; no Insurance. 

The French brig Marie Feiicite was wreck- 
ed near Pass Lontre on the 9ttl ult. The 
pan MQtfl and crew were saved. 

The rebel ram Tennessee was struck by a 
squall on the 1st while lying near Grant's 
P2«s, keeled over, and 6unk. Nothing but 
aL&ui two feet of the smokestack is visible. 
Her armament will prove a heavy loss to the 
rebelf, which consisted of six 100-pounders 
rilled. Bix Parrotts, and several small pieces.

The fodlowing particulars of Col. Clcyton's 
recent '.aid into Arkansas have been received 
from 1 ,ittle Reck, March 27th. 

CoL Ciayton with a small lorce of infantry, 
cavalry and one battery went to Mount Elba, 
on S'line river. Leaving the infantry end 
artlll jry there to guard the bridge and cover 
the j »ine bluff, he proceeded with the cavalry 
towfird Locg View, further down the Saline 
and twenty miles southwest, where the main 
boe\y of the rebels were stationed for the 
pu rpose of destroying the pontoon Dridge 
Hn.d atmy stores at tbat place. Lieut. Grcat- 
h.ouse, of the First Indiana, and Lieut. Con- 
lye, of the Fifth Kansas cavalry, were 6ent 
out with two hundred men. On arriving at 
the bridge they saw a large force of rebels on 
the opposite 6ide preparing to cross. Our 
officers hailed the enemy, and told they be- 
longed to Shelby's command (which dresses 
in Federal uniform), that the Federals were 
upon them, and begged them to hurry to their 
rsscae. The rebels rushod forward, and as 
Mtst as they crossed they were captured and 
their arms thrown into the river. Thirty five 
wagor.6, heavily laden, were captured, toireth- 
e. t with J>00 horses and mules and a large 
a'tionnt of Confederate money. After which 
the bridge was burned. All this and a march 
oi* 8G miles was accomplished In 24 hours. 
The prisoners ciptured during the expedition, 
r arcbering 310, including many aflicers, 
reached Little Rick on the 2d.

The total defeat of the National Bank or 
currency bill by so large a vote has astonished 
both friends an* foes, especially as so much 
lime bad been consumed in efforts to perfect 
it.
